Asher’s Mission to Find Loving 


Homes for Shelter Dogs 


In March, Alaqua Animal Refuge 
hosted Lee Asher with The Asher 
House, who is currently embarking 
on a cross-country journey to help 
get dogs adopted from animal 
shelters and into loving homes. 


Mr. Asher’s mission is to bring 
actual action to animal rescue, not 
just awareness. With the purchase 
of a 48-foot RV, he has made a 
commitment to get at least get 48 
dogs adopted, one in every state. 
His adventure began on February 
1 of this year, and he has already 
visited 10 states with 38 to go. He 
anticipates the trip will be complete 
in early August. 


Visiting shelters is a venue for 
educating people about the positive 
side of animal refuges, in an effort 
to show that there are great dogs of 
all breeds just waiting to go to into 
loving homes. By hosting events at 
local shelters and locations across 
the country, Mr. Asher’s aim is to get 
people in the shelters and showcase 
the amazing animals that are inside, 
as well as the loving bond that can 
be formed with rescue pets. 


His six dogs have a large part to do 
with that as well. Mr. Asher also 
helps with adoption fees and food for 
the adopter if an animal is adopted 
through one of his appearances. 


“Many people I meet believe that 
animal shelters are cold and sad, and 
tend to not want to visit,” Mr. Asher 
said. “And it’s true, many rescue 
dogs in shelters have lost their hope 
for life, and their disposition often 
says they know they aren’t leaving. 
But when you rescue a dog from a 
shelter, you see a transformation in 
the dog when they leave.” Speaking 
about the bond his own six rescue 
dogs developed, Mr. Asher said “they 
stick together and protect each 
other.” 


Mr. Asher gained popularity through 
his fun-loving content on _ social 
media, including posts of him and 
his six rescue dogs, all in an effort 
to promote adopting rescue dogs. 
His posts have shown his animals 
enjoying life—swimming, hiking, 
walking, and loving. 


“It’s pretty cool to know you're 
responsible for saving this dog’s life. 
It’s just a good feeling,” he said.

Alaqua was chosen as a “must stop” 
location after Kelly Willis, Asher’s 
event coordinator, shared with him 
that she had heard many wonderful 
things about Alaqua—about the 
reason of its founding, its location in 
the Florida Panhandle, and its overall 
reputation after her parents moved to 
the area four years ago. 


“After Lee started talking about 
putting this mission together, I knew 
Alaqua had to be one of his stops,” 
she said. “It symbolized everything he 
is trying to convey to the world about 
animal rescue.” 


Alaqua shares a similar belief as Mr. 
Asher—that all animals deserve a 
second chance, to be rescued, to be 
loved, and the opportunity to love 
again. Alaqua is also a perfect example 
of a shelter and refuge for animals of all 
kinds, that is far from being sad, but yet 
instead is peaceful, happy and serene. 


Mr. Asher would eventually like to 
start a shelter of his own, and after 
his visit, he would like to model it after 
Alaqua. 


Alaqua founder Laurie Hood couldn’t 
be happier. “This is exactly what we 


want to happen with our expansion 
and relocation. We want to keep doing 
all the great things we are doing now to 
save animals’ lives, but we also want to 
be an educational and training center 
to empower others to help animals and 
recreate our model worldwide.”

This album was recorded at Sunset/Sunside 
Jazz Club in Paris, with trumpeter Pelt joined 
by Victor Gould (piano), Vicente Archer (bass), 
Jonathan Barber (drums), and Jacquelene Acevedo 
(percussion). The eight-track set starts off brisk and 
happy (“Make Noise!”) and Pelt keeps the action 
continuous, giving maximum trumpet for the money 
while allowing his virtuosi to shine individually. The 
recording captures that slightly crowded, rattling 
feel of a live set in a small club—you know the

audience isn’t far away from the musicians. Even 
in the soft passages, Pelt’s tone stays shiny and 
mellow, like the best hard bop.

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That’s an excellent question. There is a good chance that the seafood 
you will be offered traveled farther than you did. In the state of Florida, 
even though we are surrounded by water, more than 90% of the 


seafood sold this year will be imported from other countries. 


Throughout the United States, the huge majority of seafood is imported. 
Most of it is mislabeled. Frozen seafood is sold as “fresh” and imported 
seafood ts sold as “local.” According to Oceana, 93% of fish sold as red 
snapper is actually some other species. 577% of tuna sold at sushi bars 
throughout the country is not tuna. Most of the tilapia served in this 
country comes from Viet Nam and Thailand and much of it is farmed in 


waters with sewage run-off and the source of feed is pig feces. 


Harbor Docks has been selling fish through its wholesale market since

ECCAC Is There for the Kids for 
National Child Abuse Prevention Month 


April is National Child Abuse 
Prevention Month and brings to 
light the fact that many do not realize 
the peril our children can experience 
and have to deal with right here 
in Northwest Florida. There are 
approximately 1,100 cases of child 
sexual and physical abuse reported 
annually in Okaloosa and Walton 
Counties, an average of three a day. 
Despite those big numbers, nearly 
two-thirds of child victims’ needs 
go unmet due to lack of reporting to 
authorities. 


Enter the Emerald Coast Children’s 
Advocacy Center (ECCAC). They 
provide services for young child 
abuse victims and their families in 
a child-friendly environment. All 
support services and personnel are 
under one roof. 


There are two centers—in Niceville 
in Okaloosa County, and the Pierce 
Family Children’s Advocacy Center 
in DeFuniak Springs in Walton 
County. Neither location provides 
housing for children. It is estimated 
that for every child ECCAC helps, 
there are two children who are not 
helped. 


Their heartbreaking stories include 
a six-year-old sexually abused by 
a grandfather, a 12-year-old with 
severe burns that were getting no 
attention, and a young child that 
witnessed a parent being brutally 
murdered. 


These are but a few of the many 
children in the local community 
that have been helped by the 
ECCAC. ECCAC not only brings all 
organizations together so the judicial 
and healing process can be easier 
for the children who are victims of 
abandonment, abuse or neglect, it 
also provides mental health therapy 
for the children involved as well as 
their families. 


In ECCAC’s 17-year history, 
approximately 11,000 children have 
received more than 43,000 services 
at no cost, including mental health 
therapy, crisis intervention, referrals 
to other community providers, 
interviews and medicals. They raise 60 
percent of their annual budget for the 
two centers through special events, 
donations and community-sponsored 
fundraisers. The remaining money 
is generated through grant requests 
and government funding. 
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Another major undertaking in ECCAC’s 
child abuse prevention effort is the 
new Child Safety Matters program, 
made possible by a grant from Impact 
100. This is a statewide initiative in 
elementary and middle schools. In 
the first five months in Okaloosa and 
Walton counties alone, ECCAC has 
empowered 2,100 students and 2,000 
relevant adults with information and 
strategies to prevent, recognize and 
respond appropriately. 


“Every year we try to create awareness 
of April being National Child Abuse 
Prevention month and the services 
that ECCAC can offer to child victims,” 
says ECCAC CEO Julie Hurst. “It is 
imperative that everyone do their part 
to help protect children.”

National Child Abuse Month, ECCAC 
is offering wreaths and yard signs 
for a $100 donation, and t-shirts 
for a $15 donation.

First Watch - Take Back Your Morning 


Spring Break gives me an opportunity to spend 
time with my daughter, Grace. At age 7, she needs 
a more updated title than Tiny Diner, but I’m loath 
to give up on it—yet. We took advantage of her 
holiday to have a Daddy and Daughter breakfast 
at First Watch, located in a shopping center near 
the Mid-Bay Bridge. They open at 7 a.m., and serve 
breakfast, brunch and lunch items until 2:30 p.m. 


First Watch is a fairly large place, with plenty of 
window space, making for a bright and cheery 
atmosphere. Inside the door is a _ rectangular 
dining area, with well-spaced tables, booths and 
banquettes, floored and paneled in blonde and 
darker wood. The walls are decorated with colorful 
posters and paintings. There’s an open-view kitchen 
in the back, and what looked like a semi-private 
dining area off to one side. It was quiet when we 
entered at around 9 a.m., but a steady stream of 
late-risers soon followed. 


Grace and I got a table with banquette seating facing 
the window. The server brought me a pot of coffee, 
and a chocolate milk for mademoiselle. Water came 
in a carafe shaped like a milk bottle, which enhanced 
the sunny, breakfast-on-vacation feel. Breakfast is 
not a meal I usually eat, except when traveling, so 
dining out in the morning is a sometime thing for 
me. For my daughter, it suggests eating in a hotel, 
which seems to give her an appetite. 


The menu at First Watch offers pancakes, waffles 
and French toast, egg dishes, omelets and frittatas, 
healthy options, gluten-free power bowls, sides and 
small plates, salads, and sandwiches. There are 
also juice bar choices and assorted beverages. The 
kids’ menu is a flat-rate price for a choice of waffles, 
pancakes, French toast or crepe, bacon and eggs, 
grilled cheese and ham or turkey sandwich. The 
price includes beverage, which is a nice deal. 


Grace had studied the menu the previous evening, 
and chose a fruit crepe, with sourdough toast. ’m 
not a fan of eggs, but was happy to order a stack of 
lemon ricotta pancakes, with side orders of bacon 
and chicken sausage patties. I ordered a meal to 
go for my wife—the TriFecta with scrambled eggs, 
turkey sausage links and a Belgian waffle. 


Grace is easy to dine with—she does the talking 
and is still young enough to stare at people 
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without giving offense. And—thanks be—she 
takes enormous delight in all things, no matter 
how seemingly insignificant. She loved the 
glasses, the silverware, the cooks preparing 
meals in the back, and the stuff on the walls. 
When our food arrived, she waxed ecstatic over 
the colorful crepe. 


It is pretty—a neatly rolled crepe, filled and 
topped with blueberries and sliced strawberries, 
drizzled with strawberry yogurt and dusted with 
cinnamon sugar. There was a small dish of 
granola, and some fruit preserves for the toast. 


I got two good-sized pancakes. The batter contains 
whipped ricotta, which gives the pancakes both 
depth and lift, and a balance of sweet with tart. 
They are topped with strawberries and lemon 
curd. Four sturdy slices of crisp bacon and two 
chicken sausage patties were more than enough 
(one of the patties went home). You don’t need 
syrup with the pancake, but the server brought a 
pitcher of warm syrup, so I had to give it a small 
taste. They had gone and warmed it, after all. 


My wife later vouched for the fluffiness of the 
scrambled eggs, and both waffle and turkey 
sausage made the trip home in good shape. The 
waffle is huge, also fluffy. 


Other menu choices include avocado toast, 
egg white omelet with turkey, granola bowl, 
“superfoods” bowl with fruit and coconut milk-chia 
seed pudding, steel-cut hot oatmeal, biscuits and 
turkey sausage gravy, egg sandwich, variations of
